I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  a  Report  for  the  year 
1925,  upon  the  Health  and  Sanitary  Conditions  of  the  District 
under  your  control,  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 

This  is  a  “Survey”  Report,  and  its  contents  and  arrange¬ 
ment  are  such  as  have  been  suggested  in  Circular  648  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health,  dated  December,  1925.

2.— PHYSICAL  FEATURES  AND 
GENERAL  CHARACTER  OF  THE  AREA. 

The  parishes  which  form  this  Rural  District  are  strung 
out  from  East  to  West,  forming  almost  a  semi-circle  round 
Hull  and  Hessle,  Preston  and  Sutton  occupying  the  Eastern 
end  and  Welton  and  Wauldby  the  Western  end. 

Preston  and  Sutton  are  uniformly  flat,  the  greater  part  of 
the  acreage  being  only  a  few  feet  above  sea  level — the  highest 
point  in  both  villages  being  25  feet  (o.D.)  With  the  exception 
of  Anlaby  the  Western  parishes  lie  considerably  higher — 
Swanland  village  being  at  an  elevation  of  275  feet  and  the 
extreme  Western  boundary  in  Wauldby  attaining  a  height  of 
400  feet. 
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3-— SOCIAL  CONDITIONS. 

On  account  of  their  proximity  to  the  large  city  of  Hull, 
many  of  the  parishes,  primarily  purely  rural  in  character, 
are  slowly  becoming  infiltrated  with  workers  from  the  town, 
and  most  of  the  increase  of  houses  and  population  which  has 
occurred  in  recent  years  is  due  to  the  spreading  population  of 
Hull,  local  industry  accounting  for  a  small  increase  only. 

Farming  is,  of  course,  the  chief  industry,  but  large  tanks 
and  distributing  works  in  connection  with  the  importation  of 
Petroleum  have  been  established  at  Salt  End  in  the  parish  of 
Preston,  where  there  is  also  a  large  factory  for  the  manufacture 
of  pure  Alcohol,  while  in  Melton  is  the  extensive  plant  of  the 
Humber  Cement  Company  who  find  in  the  parish  the  chalk 
and  the  clay  necessary  for  their  purpose. 

Scattered  about  in  specially  selected  sites  in  all  the 
parishes  are  many  large  houses  occupied  by  the  wealthy 
manufacturers,  merchants,  etc.,  of  Hull. 


4.— EXTRACTS  FROM  VITAL  ST.^TISTICS 
FOR  THE  YEAR. 

Birth  R.^te.  The  total  number  of  births  for  the  year  is 
174 — 84  being  males  and  90  females — giving  an  annual  birth 
rate  of  17.7,  compared  with  15.02  for  1924,  and  18.3  for  the 
whole  of  England  and  Wales  for  1925.  Six  of  these  births 
were  illegitimate. 

Death  R.4TE.  The  total  number  of  deaths  for  the  year  is 
109 — 54  being  males  and  55  being  females — giving  an  annual 
death  rate  of  9.9,  compared  with  9.07  for  1924,  and  12.2  for 
the  whole  of  England  and  VV'ales  for  1925. 

Infant  Mortality  Rate.  Nine  children  died  under  the 
age  of  one  year,  giving  an  infant  mortality  rate  of  51.7, 
compared  with  55  for  1924,  and  75  for  the  whole  of  England 
and  Wales  for  1925.  No  illegitimate  children  died  under 
one  year. 

The  table  showing  the  causes  of  all  deaths  is  given  at  the 
end  of  the  report. 
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5-— POOR  LAW  RELIEF. 

The  amount  of  Poor  Law  Relief  expended  in  the  district 
for  1925  was  ^600  15s.  6d. — a  small  amount  considered  in 
relation  to  the  total  population. 

6.— HOSPITALS  PROVIDED  OR  SUBSIDIZED 
BY  THE  LOCAL  AUTHORITY  OR  BY  THE 
COUNTY  COUNCIL. 

Tuberculosis  : — 

Tuberculosis  cases  of  both  sexes  and  all  ages  are  treated 
at  the  County  Council  Sanatorium  at  Raywell  on  the  outskirts 
of  the  Sculcoates  Rural  District.  This  Sanatorium  has  accom¬ 
modation  for  44  adults  and  20  children,  and  the  monetar}’ 
contribution  from  Sculcoates  comes  out  of  the  County  Rate. 

Fevers  : — 

All  these  cases,  when  removal  is  requested,  are  taken  to 
the  Hull  Corporation  Hospital  for  Infectious  Diseases,  the 
Rural  District  Council  paying  for  the  cost  of  removal  and  an 
agreed  sum  per  day  per  patient,  a  stamped  agreement  being 
filled  in  for  each  case. 

Sm.4ll  Pox  : — 

In  the  event  of  Small  Pox  occurring  in  the  area  the  special 
hospital  accommodation  provided  in  Hull  for  such  cases  would 
be  utilised,  under  the  same  agreement  which  is  used  in  Fevers. 

M.\ternity  ; — 

There  is  no  Maternity  Hospital  in  the  area,  and  no 
Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  but  the  nurses  employed 
by  the  County  Council  in  this  work  visit  lying-in  women  in  all 
the  parishes,  and  continue  their  supervision  for  as  long  as 
may  be  deemed  necessary.  This  work  is  facilitated  by  the 
fact  that  all  births  are  notifiable  within  36  hours  direct  to  the 
County  Medical  Officer. 

Midwives  : — 

There  are  none  resident  in  the  district.

8.— LABOR.ATORY  WORK. 

Pathological  and  Bacteriological  examinations,  by  agree¬ 
ment  with  the  County  Council,  are  performed  by  the  Clinical 
Research  Association  of  London,  and  the  facilities  thus  offered 
are  largely  used  by  local  medical  men,  the  most  frequent 
investigations  required  being  for  the  presence  or  absence  of 
the  organisms  of  Diphtheria  or  Tuberculosis.  Examinations  of 
doubtful  Venereal  specimens  are  conducted  by  the  Pathologist, 
Leeds  Universit}-,  this  also  being  done  by  arrangement  of  the 
County  Council.  Diphtheria  anti-toxin  is  supplied  free  by  the 
Local  .Vuthorit)'  to  practitioners  making  application  for  the 
same,  while  the  cost  of  other  preventive  or  curative  serum  or 
vaccine  is  also  occasional!}’  paid  by  the  Local  Authority  on 
the  recommendation  of  the  .Medical  Officer  of  Health.

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lo.— WATER  SUPPLIES. 


Detailed  account  of  the  water  supply  in  the  various 
parishes  is  given  in  the  Sanitary  Inspector’s  report,  but  I 
wish  to  say  that  throughout  the  whole  area  the  water  is 
uniformly  good  in  quality  and  abundant  in  amount — with  one 
qualification.  A  few  of  the  outlying  farms  and  cottages  have 
wells  of  their  own  as  they  are  far  removed  from  any  of  the 
main  lines  of  water  distribution,  but  no  question  has  been 
raised  as  to  the  quality  of  the  water  from  any  of  these  wells. 

The  supply  of  Swanland  and  Ferriby  gave  rise  to  a 
considerable  amount  of  anxiety  towards  the  end  of  1924,  as 
these  villages  had  for  long  been  largely  dependent  upon  the 
pump  situated  in  Swanland.  This  single  pump,  drawing 
water  from  a  very  deep  bore,  had  done  its  duty  well  for  several 
years,  but  there  was  always  the  risk  of  a  breakdown.  A 
breakdown  did  occur  in  January,  1925,  with  the  immediate 
result  that  the  water  supply  was  cut  down  to  an  amount 
which  was  barely  sufficient  to  supply  the  necessities  of  life. 
Immediate  steps  were  taken  by  the  Council  to  supplement  the 
scanty  supply  available,  and  in  their  action  they  were  ably 
assisted  by  some  of  the  inhabitants.  As  the  result  of  joint 
efforts  a  50%  supply  was  obtained  and  maintained  until  the 
pump  was  in  going  order  again.  It  was  obvious  that  it  was 
wrong  to  leave  these  two  large  villages  dependent  upon  one 
pump,  and  as  a  good  deal  of  feeling  was  manifested  against 
the  Council  and  its  officials — (there  had  been  “  indignation 
meetings,”  letters  directed  to  the  Ministry  of  Health,  etc.) — an 
official  of  the  Ministry  held  an  Inquiry  on  April  17th,  1925,  at 
which  chosen  representatives  from  both  parishes  along  with 
members  of  the  R.D.C  attended.  As  the  result  of  this  Inquiry 
and  the  antecedent  circumstances  it  was  finally  resolved  to 
ask  the  Hull  Corporation  if  they  were  willing  to  undertake  the 
supply  of  the  whole  Western  area  with  water,  and  this  the 
Hull  Corporation  promised  to  do.  All  the  evidence  given  at 
this  Inquiry — including  the  history  of  the  parishes  and  their 
pumps — is  no  doubt  in  the  possession  of  the  Ministry  through 
their  representative  (J.  R.  Taylor,  Esq.,  Engineering  Inspector, 
Ministry  of  Health)  who  made  a  complete  survey  of  the  local 
conditions  and  conducted  the  Inquiry. 

The  inhabitants  suffered  much  discomfort  during  the 
period  under  consideration,  but  the  public  health  was  never 
endangered  and  no  sickness  attributed  to  lack  of  water  was 
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reported.  Tlie  very  steep  fall  from  the  high  level.s  rendered 
sewage  accumulation  impossible,  and  the  sewers  in  the  lower 
levels  were  periodically  flushed  by  water  conveyed  from  Melton 
pond  in  water  carts  and  emptied  direct  into  the  sewers  at 
appropriate  points. 


As  evidence  of  the  development  of  .some  parts  of  the  area 
I  wish  to  state  that  during  the  last  two  years  the  following 
new  lengths  of  water  mains  have  been  laid  : —

II.— DRAINAGE  AND  SEWERAGE. 

Details  of  tlie  .system  of  sewage  disposal  adopted  in  each 
parish  are  given  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  in  his  report,  and 
all  that  I  feel  called  upon  to  say  is  that  whatever  the  method 
the  result  is  uniformly  good.  Di.sease  caused  either  directly 
or  indirectly  by  inadequate  sewage  disposal  has  not  occurred. 
The  “open”  sewers  referred  to  are  really  large  open  drains 
or  “  dykes  ”  passing  through  fields  almost  entirely  removed 
from  inhabited  areas  and  finding  a  final  outflow  into  the 
Humber.  It  would  be  extremely  costly  to  convert  these 
drains  into  properly  constructed  sewers,  and  unless  an 
immense  increase  of  population  occurs  in  the  districts  con¬ 
cerned  there  is  no  need  for  this. 


12.— CLOSET  ACCOMMODATION. 

In  this  .scattered  rural  area  all  types  of  closets  are  to  be 
found,  and  are  kept  under  close  supervision  by  the  .Sanitary 
Inspector.  Water-closets  are  insisted  upon  in  all  recently 
built  houses  where  the  house  is  within  reach  of  water  and 
drainage  .systems,  the  construction  of  cesspools  not  being  in 
favour  with  the  Council.  Several  conversions  have  been 
carried  out  during  the  past  five  years,  but  the  Council  have 
no  fixed  policy  with  regard  to  conversions. 

13.— SCAVENGING. 

This  is  performed  partly  by  direct  labour  of  the  Council’s 
workmen  and  partly  by  contractors.  The  work  is  well  done 
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on  the  whole,  but  occasional  complaints,  chiefly  against 
contractors,  have  been  recorded  and  investigated.  The 
collection  in  Anlaby  Park  district  was  the  source  of  consider¬ 
able  trouble  at  one  period,  but  this  is  an  area  which  has  more 
than  doubled  its  population  in  the  last  two  years  and  the 
contractor  had  some  trouble  with  his  employees.  Where 
scavenging  is  left  to  the  owner  it  means  that  his  surroundings 
are  such  that  he  clears  the  material  himself  and  distributes  it 
over  gardens  or  arable  land  where  it  is  ploughed  in. 

The  Sanitary  Inspector  and  myself  are  fully  aliv^e  to  the 
importance  of  careful  watch  in  this  matter  of  scavenging  and 
the  prevention  of  the  accumulation  of  house  refuse,  etc. 

There  has  been  a  great  extension  of  the  use  of  sanitary 
dustbins  in  the  area  during  recent  years. 

14.— HOUSING. 

The  house  shortage  is  not  so  acute  in  this  area  as  it  was 
two  or  three  years  ago,  but  there  is  still  an  absence  of  new 
dwellings  within  the  comfortable  reach — from  the  point  of 
view  of  rent — of  a  “  working  man.”  New  houses  completed 
in  the  area  in  1925  number  170,  and  of  these  99  were  subsid\" 
houses  of  villa  or  semi-villa  type.  There  is  daily  increasing 
evidence  that  the  supply  of  these  equals  the  demand,  and 
when  it  is  found  that  they  no  longer  find  a  ready  market  it 
may  be  possible  for  Local  Authorities — and  builders — to  use 
this  subsidy  money  for  assistance  in  erecting  workmen’s 
houses. 

The  general  standard  of  housing  throughout  the  area  is 
good  and  is  improving,  as  modern  building  bye-laws  do  not 
permit  the  erection  of  cottages  similar  to  a  few  of  the  old  type 
which  may  be  seen  in  some  villages.  The  ultimate  destruction 
of  some  of  these  old  type  cottages  is  only  a  matter  of  a  little 
time  and  a  little  money,  but  at  present  they  form  shelters  for 
residents  who  cannot  find  suitable  alternative  accommodation. 

15.— INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION 
OF  FOOD. 

Milk  Supply.  This  rural  area  produces  a  large  amount 
of  milk,  as  there  are  about  1,000  cows  accommodated  in  112 
cowsheds.  They  are  regularly  inspected  and  the  general 
conditions  as  regards  cleanliness,  etc.,  are  satisfactory.  A 
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larjje  proportion  of  the  milk  is  conveyed  to  Hull  for  retail 
distribution.  It  has  not  been  found  necessary  to  take  any 
action  relative  to  Tuberculous  cows  or  milk. 

i6.— PREV.\LENCE  OF,  .4ND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  general  infectious  disease  rate  for  the  whole  area  is 
low,  but  the  distribution  of  cases  is  rather  unequal,  Sutton 
and  Preston  having'  rather  more  than  their  pro  rata  share.  I 
think  this  is  due  to  the  fact  that  both  parishes  are  low  lying' 
and  in  close  proximity  to  Hull — many  children  attendiiig 
schools  in  Hull  and  being'  exposed  to  the  infections  which  are 
more  prevalent  in  a  large  town  and  in  crowded  schools, 
tramcars,  etc. 

Small-Pox,  prevalent  in  Hull  over  a  period  of  sev'eral 
weeks,  did  not  invade  the  Sculcoates  rural  area,  a  tribute  to 
the  means  of  isolation  and  inspection  adopted  by  the  Hull 
Sanitary  Authority.

On  looking  at  the  above  table  it  will  be  noticed  .hat  ten 
cases  of  Pneumonia  were  reported  and  that  there  were  five 


deaths,  but  I  do  not  think  that  this  represents  the  true  state 
of  affairs,  as  in  my  opinion  all  the  cases  of  Pneumonia  are  not 
reported,  whereas  all  the  deaths  are. 

Disinfections  after  infectious  disease  are  performed  by 
the  Sanitary  Inspector  where  possible,  and  bedding,  etc. ,  is 
by  special  arrangement  disinfected  in  the  Hull  Corporation 
Disinfecting  Station.

17.— GENERAL  REMARKS. 

In  endeavouring  to  make  a  general  review  of  the  sanitary 
condition  of  the  district  for  the  five-year  period  little  can  be 
added  to  the  facts  already  given  under  the  various  headings 
in  the  foregoing  pages. 

The  general  sanitary  services  have  been  well  maintained 
throughout  the  period,  and  the  statistics  compare  favourably, 
I  think,  with  any  other  rural  district  in  England. 

As  required  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  Regulations,  the 
Report  of  your  Sanitary  Inspector  is  here  included. 

In  conclusion,  I  beg  to  thank  you,  Mr.  Chairman  and 
Gentlemen,  for  your  unfailing  kindness  and  support,  and  I 
also  wish  to  thank  my  brother  officials  for  their  help.

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NEW  ROADS  COMPLETED,  IN  COURSE 
OF  COMPLETION  OR  IN  CONTEMPLATION 
UNDER  THE  SCHEME  OF  THE  MINISTRY 
OF  TRANSPORT. 

From  North  end  of  Culv^ert  Lane,  Anlaby,  to  Willerb}'. 
Calvert  Lane  has  been  considerably  widened  and  forms  the 
boundary  between  Anlaby  and  Hull, 

From  the  Eastern  side  of  Anlaby  where  it  abuts  the 
boundary  between  Hessle  and  Anlaby  in  a  South-Westerly 
direction  throug'h  parts  of  Swanland,  North  Ferriby,  Melton 
and  Welton.  This  is  known  as  the  Hull  to  Liv'erpool  Road. 

From  the  Eastern  end  of  North  Street,  Anlaby,  in  a 
North-Westerly  direction  to  where  it  joins  the  road  from 
Anlaby  to  Kirk  Ella.  This  road  is  in  contemplation  and  is 
known  as  Anlaby  Bye-pass  Road. 

From  the  South-Western  side  of  Preston — Saltend — Hedon 
Road  where  it  adjoins  the  boundary  of  the  City  of  Hull,  the 
road  is  being"  considerably  widened  to  the  North  end  of  the 
road  leading  to  Saltend  Common  and  from  thence  a  road  is  to 
be  made  in  a  South-Easterly  direction  towards  Pauli. 

From  Ings  Road,  Sutton,  in  a  South-Westerly  direction 
to  the  City  of  Hull. 

All  the  above  mentioned  roads  have  been  or  are  to  be 
taken  through  or  across  land  which  was  or  is  purely  agri¬ 
cultural  and  away  from  all  existing  roads  This  will  enhance 
the  value  of  it  considerably  as  it  becomes  building  sites. 

Besides  the  roads  which  have  been  and  are  being  con¬ 
structed  under  the  schemes  of  the  Ministry  of  Transport,  tlie 
Council  has  undertaken  road  improvements,  especially  in 
Kirk  Ella,  and  also  in  other  villages. 

In  Sutton  at  the  corner  of  Ings  Road  and  Lowgate,  there 
is  a  “  blind  ”  corner  at  this  point,  and  recentl}^  the  Council  has 
purchased  the  house  at  the  corner  with  the  intention  of  taking 
down  part  of  it  and  making  the  road  wider  (the  remaining 
portion  is  to  be  used  as  a  dwelling — it  will  have  5  rooms  with 
the  usual  outbuildings  and  walled  garden).  Ings  Road  is  the 


main  road  from  Sutton  to  Hull  via  Holderness  Road,  and 
when  completed  there  will  be  3  additional  roads  from  Hull 
leading  into  it.  Lowgate  leads  to  the  village,  there  being 
two  ways,  one  via  Potterill  Lane  is  opposite  where  the 
Council  proposes  carrying  out  the  road  improvement. 

Undertaken  by  Priv.ate  Enterprise. 

For  the  development  of  land  for  building  purposes  roads 
have  and  are  being  constructed  in  .Anlaby  Park  Estate,  and 
East  Ella  Estate,  Aulaby,  Ellesmere  Estate,  Sutton  Ings, 
Holderness  Road,  Sutton.  These  building  sites  are  near  to 
the  City  of  Hull  boundary  on  the  West  and  East  of  the 
Council’s  area. 

Roads  also  have  and  are  being  constructed  in  .Anlaby 
Common,  .Anlaby,  on  either  side  of  the  main  road  from  .Anlabv 
to  Hull. 

Roads  have  also  been  constructed  in  North  Ella  Estate, 
the  Eastern  part  of  Kirk  Ella. 


HOUSING. 

Council  Houses. 

The  Council  has  erected  8  houses  in  .Anlaby,  10  in  Kirk 
Ella,  and  8  in  Swanland  ;  in  North  Ferriby  a  cottage  which 
had  been  used  as  a  warehouse  has  been  repaired  and  is 
used  as  a  dwelling. 

Excepting  the  houses  erected  and  owned  by  the  Council, 
viz.  :  8  in  .Anlaby,  to  in  Kirk  Ella,  8  in  Swanland,  one  in 
North  Ferriby,  and  5  erected  in  Swanland,  the  remainder 
ha\  e  been  erected  either  by  persons  for  their  own  occupation 
or  for  sale.  .A  few  are  of  the  bungalow  type  and  the  remainder 
are  of  the  villa  or  semi-\  illa  class. 

The  majority  of  the  houses  of  villa  type  have  been  erected 
in  .Anlabv  Park  Estate,  Anlaby,  and  the  land  sold  by  a  golf 
club  at  kirk  Ella  ;  a  few  have  also  been  erected  on  North 
Ella  Estate,  Kirk  Ella,  and  a  number  have  been  erected  in 
Sutton  Ings  on  Ellesmere  Estate  and  Holderness  Road, 
Sutton,  also  on  an  estate  which  is  being  developed  in  Ings 
Road,  Sutton. 
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Private  Enterprise. 

During'  the  period  under  review  a  considerable  number  of 
houses  have  been  erected,  more  particularly  in  Anlaby,  Kirk 
Ella  and  Sutton  Ings,  Sutton. 

An  Estate  known  as  Twyers’  Estate,  Saltend,  Preston,  on 
the  North  side  of  the  main  road  between  Hull  and  Hedon,  is 
being  developed. 

In  North  Ferriby  also  building  operations  have  taken 
place  on  Parkfield  Estate. 

In  Melton  and  Welton  houses  have  been  erected,  but  in 
all  cases  they  are  for  the  workmen  employed  at  the  Cement 
Works. 

In  Swanland  5  houses  have  been  erected  and  2  are  in 
course  of  erection. 

In  the  other  villages  practically  speaking  no  houses  have 
been  erected. 

In  my  opinion  there  is  a  shortage  of  houses  for  the 
working  classes. 

Estimated  number  of  houses  31st  December,  1925,  is  2,824. 

Number  of  houses  at  Census,  1921 — 2,301. 

SEWERS. 

Speaking  generally  the  district  is  efficientl}'  sewered,  the 
sewers  varying  from  6  ins.  to  48  ins.  in  diameter.  The 
Western  District  Drainage  Scheme  receives  the  sewage  from 
part  of  the  village  of  Anlab}",  and  also  from  the  villages  of 
Kirk  Ella,  West  Ella,  Willerby  and  Swanland  ;  with  respect 
to  the  remaining  part  of  Anlaby,  i.e. ,  the  major  portion  of 
Anlaby  Park  Estate,  the  sewage  discharges  iiito  the  City  of 
Hull’s  sewerage  system  in  Anlaby  Road,  Hull.  North  Ferriby, 
Melton,  Welton,  Sutton  and  Preston  have  each  a  separate 
sewerage  system,  the  Sutton  systems,  there  being  two,  viz.  ; 
one  for  the  village,  and  another  for  a  detached  portion  in 
Holderness  Road,  and  Ings  Road,  known  as  Sutton  lugs. 
Each  system  is  connected  to  the  Corporation  of  Hull’s  sewerage 
system,  the  former  at  the  Eastern  end  of  Private  Lane — the 
Eastern  end  of  Private  Lane  which  is  in  Hull  area  has  been 
widened  and  the  land  turned  into  a  building  site, — and  the 
latter  to  the  summit  of  the  Corporation  sewer  in  Holderness 
Road. 
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All  sewage  eventually  discharges  into  the  Humber,  and 
no  complaints  of  pollution  have  been  received  during  the 
period  under  review. 

With  the  exception  of  Melton,  Welton  and  Preston  where 
parts  of  the  sewers  away  from  the  villages  are  open,  the 
remaining  sewers  are  covered,  the  whole  being  systematically 
flushed  and  cleansed. 

SEWERS  CONSTRUCTED  BY  THE  COUNCIL. 
RECONSTRUCTIONS  AND  EXTENSIONS. 

In  Kirk  Ella,  on  account  of  the  increase  in  the  number  of 
houses  of  the  villa  type  through  the  sale  of  part  of  the  estate 
purchased  by  a  golf  club,  a  portion  of  tbe  sewer  has  been 
reconstructed  and  extensions  have  been  carried  out  in  three 
directions,  viz.  :  to  the  North,  West  and  South. 

.-\s  part  of  an  estate  on  the  North  side  of  Packman  Lane 
which  is  opposite  the  golf  club  is  to  be  sold  for  building 
purposes,  it  is  proposed  to  extend  the  sewer  towards  the 
West  a  distance  of  about  600  yards. 

It  is  also  proposed  to  reconstruct  the  sewer  in  Low  Road, 
Kirk  Ella  (from  the  point  where  the  road  leads  in  a  Northerly 
direction  to  Willerby)  in  a  Westerly  direction  for  a  distance 
of  about  620  yards,  to  where  it  is  joined  by  the  sewers  from 
Swanland  and  West  Ella. 

The  Council  has  also  constructed  sewers  in  .Springhead 
Road,  .Lnlaby,  Main  Street,  Swanland,  and  Mill  Road,  Kirk 
Ella,  for  the  purpose  of  draining  houses  erected  by  them. 

Sutton  Ings  Road.  .A.  sewer  has  been  constructed  to 
take  the  sewage  from  an  estate  which  adjoins  the  City  of  Hull 
area,  and  it  has  been  further  developed  by  the  road  constructed 
by  the  Corporation  of  Hull  which  leads  in  a  South-Westerly 
direction  from  Ings  Road.  The  sewer  is  about  700  yards  long 
and  is  connected  to  the  Hull  .svstem  in  Holderness  Road. 

HV  I’KIVATE  ENTERPRISE  FOR  THE  DEVELOPMENT 
OF  BUILDING  L.AND. 

.\nlub\' ( Hull  Road,  East  Ella  Estate).  An  estate  of  recent 
development.  A  sewer  has  been  constructed  and  connected 
to  the  City  of  Hull’s  sewerage  system. 
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Anlaby  (Hull  Road,  Anlaby  Park  Estate).  This  estate 
has  been  under  developmont  for  some  years,  and  recently 
large  extensions  of  the  sewerage  have  been  done  to  allow  for 
further  development. 

Anlaby  (Hull  Road,  Anlaby  Common).  Houses  have  been 
built  on  the  North  and  South  sides  of  the  road,  and  sewers 
have  been  constructed  for  the  drainage  of  the  houses. 

Anlaby  (East  side  of  the  road  leading  from  Anlaby  to 
Hessle,  Willow  Park  Estate).  It  is  proposed  to  extend  the 
sewer  in  Hessle  area  from  the  summit  in  a  Northerly 
direction  to  drain  a  number  of  houses  which  have  recently 
been  erected  on  the  East  side  of  the  road,  and  to  further 
extend  it  towards  the  East  along  the  contemplated  road 
known  as  the  Hull  to  Liverpool  Road  to  drain  houses  recently 
erected  here. 

Kirk  Ella  (North  Ella  Estate).  Sewers  have  been  con¬ 
structed  on  this  estate,  which  is  in  process  of  development. 

Melton  (Gibson  Lane,  Cement  Works).  A  number  of 
houses  have  been  erected  for  the  workmen,  and  a  sewer  has 
been  laid  to  drain  them  ;  the  sewage  eventually  discharges 
into  the  Humber. 

Welton  (Melton  Bottom  Road).  A  number  of  houses 
have  been  erected  for  the  workmen  at  the  quarry  connected 
with  the  Cement  Works  in  Melton.  The  drainage  from  the 
houses  discharges  into  a  cesspool  which  is  periodically 
cleansed. 

Sutton  (Holderness  Road,  Ellesmere  Estate).  This  estate 
has  been  in  process  of  development  for  some  years,  and 
recently  the  sewers  have  been  extended  for  further  develop¬ 
ment. 

.Sutton  Ings  Road,  adjoining  the  City  of  Hull  boundary. 
This  estate  is  being  developed,  and  sewers  have  been  laid  for 
this  purpose,  which  are  connected  to  the  sewer  in  Ings  Road. 

Preston  (Saltend,  Hull  Road,  Twyers’  Estate).  This  estate 
is  being  developed  and  a  sewer  has  been  laid  at  the  North 
side  of  the  road  to  take  the  sewage.  This  estate  is  close  to 
Saltend  Common,  Preston,  where  there  are  large  oil  tanks, 
and  is  near  to  where  road  development  schemes  are  in 
progress.  With  the  exception  of  a  few  houses  erected  in 
isolated  positions  the  drainage  from  them  discharges  into  one 
of  the  Council’s  sewers. 
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WATER  SUPPLY. 

Tlie  Council’s  area  is  particularly  well  supplied  with 
water  of  an  undoubted  big’ll  standard  of  purity. 

.Anlaby,  Kirk  Ella  and  Willerby.  The  water  supply  is 
owned  and  controlled  by  the  Corporation  of  Hull,  who  has 
covered  reservoirs  in  the  North  of  Kirk  Ella  capable  of  holding 
about  half  a  million  gallons,  and  a  much  larger  one  in  Keldgate, 
Cottingham.  The  water  is  obtained  from  deep  wells  and  bores 
situate  in  Cottingham. 

Preston  and  Sutton.  These  villages  are  supplied  with 
water  from  Hull,  and  the  supply  until  recently  was  owned  and 
controlled  by  the  Council.  It  is  now  the  property  of  the  Hull 
Corporation  who  acquired  it  a  short  time  ago. 

West  Ella.  The  water  is  obtained  from  a  deep  well  in 
the  village  and  drawn  from  stand  pipes  in  the  street.  There 
is  a  covered  reservoir  at  the  West  end  of  the  village.  The 
undertaking  is  a  private  one  and  was  provided  by  the  owner 
of  the  \  illage  about  24  years  ago.  Previously  the  water  was 
obtained  from  the  well  by  means  of  a  windlass  and  bucket. 

North  h'erriby  and  Swanland.  The  water  is  obtained 
from  deep  wells,  and  in  the  case  of  Swanland  there  is  also  a 
bore  at  the  bottom  of  the  well.  The  water  is  lifted  into 
covered  iron  tanks  on  two  towers  from  where  it  is  distributed 
by  gra\  itation.  The  undertakings  are  owned  and  controlled 
by  the  Council. 

Welton.  The  supply  is  obtained  from  a  spring  in  Welton 
Dale  situate  at  the  North  of  the  village,  and  drawn  from 
stand  pipes  in  the  village.  The  control  of  the  undertaking 
was  given  by  the  District  Council  to  the  Parish  Council  when 
the  supply  was  inaugurated  about  17  years  ago. 

Melton  has  no  public  supply,  neither  have  Haltemprice 
with  one  house  and  Wauldbv  with  seven  houses. 

.Melton,  Gibson  Lane,  W’elton,  Melton  Botton  Road. 
Houses  for  workmen  at  the  Cement  Works  and  at  the  Quarry. 
The  water  for  these  cottages  is  obtained  from  a  bore  situate 
at  the  Quarry  and  distributed  to  the  houses  at  the  Cement 
Works  more  than  a  mile  away  by  pipes. 
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On  November  28th,  1921,  a  sample  of  water  was  taken 
and  analysed,  and  the  following  is  a  copy  of  the  result  of  the 
analysis  : —

From  the  above  data  I  conclude  that  this  water  is  satis¬ 
factory  in  all  respects.  It  is  therefore  suitable  for  drinking 
and  domestic  purposes. 

The  area  supplied  with  water  has  been  enlarged  in  Anlaby, 
Kirk  Ella,  North  F'erriby,  Swanland,  Sutton  and  Preston. 
The  water  mains  have  been  extended  in  these  villages. 

The  Council’s  area  is  divided  into  two  parts  by  the  City  of 
Hull  and  are  known  as  the  Eastern  and  Western  Districts 
respectively.  The  Eastern  area  comprises  the  villages  of 
Preston  and  Sutton  ;  the  Western  area  the  villages  of  .Anlaby, 
Kirk  Ella,  Willerby  with  Haltemprice,  West  Ella,  Swanland, 
North  Eerriby,  Melton,  Welton  with  Wauldby.  In  the 
Eastern  district  the  water  supply  is  owned  by  the  Corporation 
of  Hull  who  also  control  it.  With  respect  to  the  Western 
district,  the  Hull  Corporation  have  now  a  Bill  before  Parlia¬ 
ment  asking  sanction  to  become  the  water  undertakers  for 
the  whole  area. 


METHOD  OF  MEAT  INSPECTION 
AND  INSPECTION  OF  SLAUGHTER-HOUSES. 

With  respect  to  the  inspection  of  meat,  this  is  rendered 
rather  difficult  on  account  of  the  large  area  the  district  covers, 
but  as  far  as  practicable  all  meat  is  inspected  in  the  slaughter¬ 
houses,  butchers’  shops,  or  in  the  butchers’  motor  vans  or 
carts  in  the  streets. 
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Between  the  butchers  and  myself  there  in  an  understanding 
wliere  in  any  case  there  is  a  doubt  about  a  carcase,  the 
butclier  telephones  to  me,  and  the  carcase  is  inspected  as  soon 
as  possible.  This  system  has  been  found  to  work  satisfactorily, 
and  in  my  opinion  meat  of  a  doubtful  character  is  not  offered 
for  sale  in  the  Council’s  area. 

There  are  twelve  slaughter-houses  in  the  district  ;  three 
are  registered,  nine  licenced.  In  all  cases  there  is  a  good 
water  supply  which  is  obtained  from  the  public  mains,  and 
with  the  exception  of  one  at  Preston  are  connected  to  the 
public  sewer. 

NLTS.^NCES. 

W’hen  nuisances  have  been  found  to  exist,  a  letter  is 
written  or  a  call  either  personal  or  by  telephone  is  made  upon 
the  person  responsible  for  the  abatement.  This  method  has 
worked  so  satisfactorily  that  it  is  some  years  since  it  has  been 
necessary  to  serve  a  statutory  notice. 

FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

There  are  no  factories  and  workshops  in  the  district 
where  persons  of  both  sex  are  employed.  The  Council’s  area 
is  practically  agricultural,  there  being  no  particularly  large 
factory  or  workshop  in  it.  The  largest  are  at  Springhead, 
Anlab)',  belonging  to  the  Railway  Co. ,  Cement  \Vorks  and 
Quarry  at  Melton  and  Welton,  and  at  Saltend,  Preston,  where 
there  are  a  number  of  petrol  firms  and  an  alcohol  distillation 
plant. 

Bakehouses  are  defined  in  the  Factory  and  Workshop 
Act,  1901,  as  any  place  in  which  are  baked  bread,  biscuits  or 
confectionery,  from  the  baking  or  selling  of  which  a  profit  is 
derived. 

There  are  no  wholesale  bakehouses  in  the  district.  In  the 
majority  of  shops  where  bread  or  confectionery  is  .sold  it  is 
obtained  from  wholesale  bakehouses  in  Hull.  These  shops 
are  not  included  in  tiie  definition  of  “  bakehouse.” 

The  bakehouses  in  the  district  are  premises  where  bread 
is  baked  in  tlie  kitchen  at  the  rear  of  the  premises  and  sold 
from  the  shop. 
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DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order,  1885,  which 
revoked  the  Order  of  1879,  requires  every  Local  Authority  to 
keep  a  register  of  all  persons  in  the  district  carrying'  on  the 
trade  of  cowkeeper,  dairyman  or  purveyor  of  milk,  and  to 
register  all  such  persons. 

The  Order  does  not  apply  to  a  person  who  keeps  cows, 
the  milk  from  which  is  made  into  butter  or  cheese,  nor  to  a 
person  who  sells  milk  from  his  own  cows  in  small  quantities 
to  his  workmen  or  neighbours  for  their  convenience. 

The  Order  of  1885  applied  to  all  covv'sheds  alike  whether 
in  populous  or  non-populous  districts,  but  the  Royal  Com¬ 
mission  on  Tuberculosis  recognised  the  difference  between 
them,  and  in  their  recommendations  made  a  distinction,  hence 
the  issuing  of  the  Dairies,  Cowsheds  and  Milkshops  Order, 
1899.  The  Council  adopted  the  Order,  1899,  on  the  26th 
June,  1900. 

It  appears  that  under  the  Order  the  Council  has  no  option 
but  to  register  all  persons  who  apply  to  be  registered,  but 
under  Section  (2)  of  the  Milk  and  Dairies  (Amendment)  Act, 
1922,  power  is  given  to  Local  Authorities  to  refuse  registration, 
and  also  to  remove  from  the  register  any  retail  purveyor  of 
milk  if  they  are  satisfied  that  the  public  health  is  or  likely  to 
be  endangered  by  any  act  or  default  of  any  person  who  is 
registered  or  seeks  to  be  registered.  The  Act  appears  to  be 
silent  with  respect  to  the  producer. 

The  Order,  1899,  is  divided  into  two  parts.  Part  one, 
which  appears  to  be  intended  to  apply  to  cowsheds  in  rural 
areas,  reads  :  “  The  regulations  in  this  Part  shall  apply  to 
Cowsheds,  the  cows  from  which  are  habitually  grazed  on 
grass  land  during  the  greater  part  of  the  year,  and  when  not 
so  grazed,  are  habitually  turned  out  during  a  portion  of  each 
day,”  but  no  mention  is  made  with  respect  to  Cubic  capacity 
per  cow.  The  other  regulations  are  alike  in  Parts  i  and  2, 
which  refer  to  lighting,  ventilation,  cleansing,  drainage  and 
water  supply. 


Where  possible,  the  draiiiaj^e  from  cowsheds  is  con¬ 
nected  to  the  sewer  and  the  public  water  supply  laid  on  to 
them. 

The  i^reater  portion  of  milk  produced  in  the  Council’s 
area  is  taken  to  Hull.  In  some  cases  the  wholesaler  calls  for 
it  by  motor,  and  in  others  the  producer  takes  it  to  Hull  and 
retails  it  himself.  The  milk  is  put  into  churns  and  taken 
away  direct  from  the  cow.shed,  so  for  this  reason  dairies  are 
unnecessary  ;  in  fact,  in  some  cases  where  dairies  have  been 
provided  they  are  never  used  for  the  storajj^e  of  milk,  because 
directly  the  milk  has  been  produced  it  is  taken  away  to  be 
retailed. 


SCAVENGING. 

REMOVAL  OF  NIGHT  SOIL  AND  DRY  DUST. 

The  collection  is  a  weekly  one,  and  for  the  purpose  of 
convenience  the  Council’s  area  is  divided  into  districts  as 
follows  : — 

1.  Anlaby. 

2.  Kirk  Ella  and  Willerby. 

3.  North  Ferriby. 

4.  Melton  and  Welton. 

5.  Sutton. 

6.  Part  of  Preston. 

In  the  remaining^  part  of  Preston,  Swanland,  West  Ella, 
Haltemprice  (i  house),  Wauldby  (7  houses),  the  removal  is 
arranged  for  by  the  occupier. 

In  North  Ferrihy  the  collection  is  undertaken  by  the 
Council,  hut  in  the  remaining  five  districts  the  removal  is 
done  by  contract,  which  is  let  yearly.  With  the  exception  of 
Preston  the  vehicles  used  in  the  collection  are  provided  and 
maintained  by  the  Council,  and  recently  on  account  of  the 
large  increase  in  the  number  of  water  closets,  the  Council  has 
had  to  purchase  two  specially  constructed  wagons  for  the 
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collection  of  dry  dust,  one  for  Sutton  and  the  other  for  Anlab)’. 
Two  specially  constructed  sanitary  carts,  one  for  Anlaby  and 
one  for  Sutton,  have  been  recently  ordered. 


OFFENSIVE  TRADES  PREMISES. 


There  are  two  Offensive  Trade  Premises  in  the  district, 
both  situate  in  Preston,  and  are  licenced.  One,  a  Knacker 
Yard,  is  a  very  old  established  business,  and  the  other,  the 
licence  which  has  recentl}'  been  g'ranted,  is  used  for  the 
manufacture  of  edible  fat. 


REFUSE  DUMP. 

In  .Marfleet  Lane,  Sutton,  there  are  disused  pits  from 
which  clay  has  been  taken  for  brick  making.  One  of  these  is 
being  utilised  by  the  Hull  Corporation  for  the  deposit  of 
“dry  dust.”  The  material  is  not  burnt,  but  is  spread  in  thin 
layers  and  carted  upon  which  consolidate  it.  Around  the  pit 
is  wire  netting  which  prevents  loose  material  being  blown 
about. 

In  Beverley  Road,  Anlaby,  is  another  “dry  dust”  dump 
situate  on  the  Western  side  of  the  road.  The  field  is  in  two 
local  authorities’  areas ;  the  upper  or  Western  part  is  in 
Hessle  Urban,  and  the  lower  or  Eastern  part  in  Sculcoates 
Rural.  Access  to  the  field,  which  has  been  turned  into  allot¬ 
ments,  is  obtained  from  the  Sculcoates  area. 

The  rubbish,  which  is  stacked  in  a  heap,  is  reduced  in 
quantity  by  burning,  and  when  the  wind  is  in  a  Westerly 
direction  the  smoke  and  also  light  material  is  blown  on  to  the 
highway.  The  smell  is  very  offensive.  The  burning  heap 
is  situate  near  the  Northern  extremity  of  Hessle. 

Part  of  an  estate  which  is  in  course  of  development  and 
situate  in  Anlaby  Parish  is  opposite  the  allotments.
